Fresh Reports, Which Persist 
Despite Denials, That He Will Quit 
Post After Congress Adjourns. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — (I. N. S.) — A new/crop of 


rumors sprang up in Washington today that Secretary of 
State Frank B. Kellogg is contemplating retirement from his 
post after congress adjourns.

They were coincident with his present illness, which has 


kept him away from the. state department for three days, 
missing Friday's cabinet meeting, at a time when the Chinese 
and'Mexican situations are considered acute.- 


Lllce their predecessors, the new 


rumors met with strong denials at 
both the white house and state de- 
partment.

his health, while ordinarily good, is 
none too robust. For the last two 
months his foreign policies, not- 
ably with regard to Mexico and 
Nicaragua, have been subject to an 
almost unceasing barrage of criti- 
cism in congress and on'several oc- 
casions there have been demands 
from his critics that he resign. 


Says Not "Resigning Kind." 


When these a c c o u n t s were 


brought to his attention recently, 
he replied with some asperity: "I 
am not the resigning kind." 


The increasing frequency (5f these 
rumors, however, has led to con- 
siderable speculation in Washing- 
tpn as to possible successors and in 
this connection the name of. Sena- 
tor Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, 
has been mentioned.

was defeated

nomination in Wisconsin, and will 
retire with 
the 
adjournment of 
congress on March 4. 'He™is'said 
to be desirous of remaining in pub- 
lic life. 
He has been in congress 


nearly twenty years. He has been 
B. defender of Kellogg's policies in 
the senate and last winter led the 
administration's fight for adherence 
to the World court. He is said to 
be sloted for a federal post soon 
after March 4.

STATE DEFICIT 


$100,000 LESS 


Treasury Is $3,801,492.49 


in the "Red" at Close 


Of January. 


Report Shows Exact Con- 


dition of Every Cur- 
rent Revenue Fund, -i 


The state treasury deficit, which 
has been steadily approaching the 
four million .dollar mark since early 
last fall, came to a'hault in its up- 
ward climb during the first month 
of 1927 and retraced its steps to the 
extent of $100,000. The total deficit 
at the close of January was $3,801,- 
492.49, according to the report is-, 
sued Saturday by State Treasurer 
W. M.' Stebbins, as compared with 
$3,900,924.99 at the close of Decem- 
ber. 


Expenditures Fall Off. 
This recovery is due to the fact 
that the expenditures 'of 
current 
revenue funds fell off well over a 
half a million dollars as compared 
with tho previous month. The total 
payments made from these current 
funds for January amounted to 
$817,373.44 while in December the 
expenditures 
oC 
these 
funds 
amounted 
to 
51.599,384.89. 
The 


heavy expenditure in December was 
the result of a. payment' of ?422,- 
765.43 out of the federal aid and 
cash road fund. Only $159,115.28 was

T. M C A bureau, Trumbull said. 
"A total of 795 students have 
sought jobs through the bureau 
Many do not need work or have 
found employment themselves," the 
report continues, "and for these 
reasons the number of students un- 
employed is much less than the 
figures would indicate "

Specimens to Merrill Hall 


^ to Be the Work of Months 


The past two weeks have been 
just one moving day after another 
for the museum staff and the fac- 
ulty of the school of iine arts at 
the University of Nebraska, and 
they aren't through yet. It is per- 
haps a bit early for such spring ac- 
tivities, but they haven't minded it 
a great deal, for It is from cramped 
quarters in old buildings to the spa- 
cious new $250,000 Morrill hall that 
they are moving. 
. 
Already the school of fine arts 
has moved mcst of its office equip- 
ment and exhibits of various sorts 
of art work from the second floor 
of the library to the third and 
fourth floors of the new building-. 
And some classes are being held 
there despite the fact that -work- 
men are still busy cleaning- up the 
rubbish which accumulated during 
the last stages of construction. 
But moving an entire museum Is 
no so simple a matter. Dr. E. H. 
Barbour, director of the museum, 
estimates that it will be six moptha 
or more before all the exhibits are 
in place on the first and second 
floors of Morrill hall. 
Especialy are elephants a prob- 
lem. ^Derricks, arranged for the 
purpos'e, will be used to lower these 
huge fossils from the windows of 
the\ old building. 
In some cases 
it will even be necessary to re- 
move the window frames. Many of 
the larger exhibit cases will be han- 
dled in a similar manner. 
The University of Nebraska has 


some of the finest fossil elephant 
specimens in America, according- to 
Dr. Barbour, who hopes that the 
collection here will soon surpass all 
others in the world. Most of the 
second floor of, the new building 
is devoted to a ''hall of elephants," 
in which these fossils anc? other re- 
ated specimens will be displayed. 
The ceiling of this large room is 
twenty-six feet high, so that the 
specimens- may be properly mount- 
ed 
Smaller fossils will be ex- 
hibited m cases around the sides 
of the room In one group of these 
cases, for instance, -nill be placed 
;he collection of turtles, most of 
which came from the 
Nebraska 
sandhill region. 
The mammoth elephant 
fossil 
which was unearthed near Camp- 
aell, Neb., measures sixteen feet 
:rom the back of the skull to the 
:ip of the tusks 
Museum experts 
will dismantle this specimen as far 
as possible and the parts will be 
reassembled in the new building. 
Another of the rare specimens 
which will require special) handling 
is the giant hog fossil which was 
found m Sioux county 
This ex- 
hibit is \alued at $50,000. The only 
other specimen like it is in the Car- 
negie museum at Pittsburgh. The 
'ossil of the four-homed antelope 
s another of the valuable speci- 
mens. Nebraska has the only speci- 
men in the world of this extinct an-

And I also think 
that Dempsey, rather than reveal 
that he executed the 'boner' of an 
overdose, has prefened to remain 
silent on that angle."

-ret-go of dissolution today 


With increasing frequency of late 


the coalition of democrats and in- 
hurgent republicans lias failed to 
function, the latest occasion being 
the democrats' 
unsuccessful 
ut- 


i^iript yesterday lo put through the 
Harrison resolution for immediate 
tax reduction. 


Had the 
insurgent republicans 


voted with the democrats, -us has 
been their custom on most occa- 
sions in the Sixty-ninth '.-ongrsbb, 
the Harrison resolution would'have 
gone through. Instead, the insurg- 
ents swung back into ranks of the 
regular republicans, and it was 
Senator Norns, republican of Ne- 
braska, himself, who fathered the 
democratic defeat. Norris has been 
leader of the senate insurgent bloc. 
He sponsored the arnendmnt to the 
Harrison resolution, which put the 
senate on record as favoring de- 
votion of the treasury surplus to 
reduction of the public debt, as fa- 
vored by Secretary Mellon, not tax- 
reduction, as favored by the demo- 
crats. 


Doom Seerns Sealed. 


This vote, coupled -with those on 
the Lausanne treaty and the navy 
bill, together with the action of the 
regular republicans in the house in 
inviting the Wisconsin 
insurgents 


back Into the party fold, apparently 
lias sealed the doom of the demo- 
cratic-Insurgent coalition. 
A sort of informal understand'ng 


has been reached between the ad- 
ministration regulars and the pro- 
.sressive insurgents that on all mat- 
ters of strictly partisan division, the 
Insurgents wil vote as republicans 
rather than as. insurgents. In mat- 
'tcrs affecting public policy and is- 
sues having a progressive tinge, the 
insurgents will vote as their con- 
sciences dictate. 


The rapprochement between the 


conflicting elements of the republi- 
can majority is of inestimable im- 
portance to the administration for 
the conflicts that are ahead in the 
Seventieth congress. 
Republican majorities in the pres- 


ent congress were of such propor- 
tions that administration leaders 
could be slightly contemptuous o£ 
insurgent support. This was partic- 
ularly true in the hocse. 


Different In New Congress. 


But it is a different story in the 


Seventieth congress. There the re- 
publican majorities are paper rather 
than actual. In the senate, the re- 
publicans have a paper majority of 
one. evon that including the votes of 
Senators-elect Smith of Illinois, and 
Vare of Pennsylvania, who 
prob- 


ably will never get to cast a vote. 
In the house, the republican situa- 
tion is somewhat easier, but twenty 
odd votes do not comprise a de- 
pendable working majority for all 
occasions in a membership of 435. 


It is for thru reason that admin- j 


istration leaders 
offered the olive 


branch to the Wisconsin irregulars. 
They were invited back into regular 
fold once more. Their votes may be 
sadly needed In the battles ahead In 
yeventieth congress. 


The blow disintegration, 
of 
the , 


democratic-insurgent alliance dates I 
from the time the democrats voted ' 
t oseat Daniel F. Steck of Iowa, ov.er 
the arch-insurgent Smith "W. Brook- 
hart. The Insurgents never forgave 
the democrats for that. 
Today the coalition, if not actu- 


ally dissolved, is at least in a state 
of suspension for an indefinite time.

permanence 'of

American home. I am bitterly op- 
posed' to the illicit sex 
relation- 


ships and the unlegnlized unions 
now existing between people, which 
I contend is due largely to the rig- 
idity of the code promulgated by 
you and your church. 


"I would b£ false to this and fu- 


ture generations," he continued "If 
I did not try to show up the causes 
of the frightful immorality that 
now exists under it. 
"In many cities domestic records 


are showing up about as many sep- 
arations as marriages annually. 


"Domestic infelicity is increasing 


everywhere and is confined to no 
special class. It is time that 
by 


frank and tolerant discussion we 
find out the cause of these condi- 
tions." 
The subject would be: "Resolved: 


That the present marriage code is 
capable of improvement in the in- 
terest of morality." 


Tho debate would be held in any 


city suggested by Bishop Manning.

and

they are to play In the ceremonies 
Monday. 
Tokyo streets tonight were deco-

mourning bunting, and millions of 


funeral lanterns are suspended over 
the doors of shops and houses in 
preparation for the 
funeral cere- 


monies, which -will taVe nlace at 
night. 


Decision was reached today

the emporer, following the

falque in the funeral procession,

VETS 
INSURANCE 


Government Policies. May Be Re- 


instated Until July 


2, 1927. 


Many World war veterans do not 


seem to know, according to Com- 
mander Milt Barrett of the Lincoln 
American Legion 
post, that war 


risk insurance can be converted 
Into such form or forms of insur- 
ance, usually issued by life in- 
surance companies, as the insured 
might request. Consequently, says 
Mr. Barrett, many veterans, for one 
reason or another have permitted 
their war risk insurance to lapse. 
Mi-. Barrett urges all veterans who 
have not attended to this matter 
to do so at once, as there will be 
no reinstatement after July '2, 1327, 
bf war risk .life insurance which 
has lapsed. 
During the "VVorJd war the gov- 


ernment insured, at an exceeding- 
ly low premium, .nearly 5,000,000 
members of the armed forces of 
the eountrv n^ninst death or total 
permanent disability, and Statutory 
provision was made for the con- 
tinuance of this war risk insurance 
after' the termination of/the war. 


Under the terms provided for the 
reestablishment of lapsed 
insur- 
ance, normal health conditions will 
permit reinstatement upon payment 
of two monthly premiums; and for 
those whose service disabilities ren- 
tier the motherwise not insurable, 
and who are not permanently and 
totally disabled; provision is made 
for reinstatement upon the payment 
of premius and interest for the 
period .of lapse. . Even these pay- 
ments may be temporarily waived 
for those whose resources do not 
permit immediate compliance. 


On or 
prior 
to 
July 2, 1.127, 
such insurance must be reinstated 
and converted, at the election of 
the applicant, into one or more of 
the seven standard forms of life 
insurance provided by the govern- 
ment. If such insurance is now in 
force, the insured must convert 'It 
Into one of the forms above men- 
tioned on or before the above date.

In New York aione 10110 
million of efi;,-s are eaten for break- 
fast, and eggs cost five cents: one 
chicken lays 200 eggs a year; shake 
It up well and it will do even, better; 


and it only eats—I forget how little 
—but say next to nothing. The pro- 
fit on the thing is obvious, isn't it, 
and colossal? 
But I am afraid that you will ob- 


ject—I am sure that you will object 
—that the farm life is too deaden- 
ingto your soul, not sufficiently in- 
tellectual. If so, what do you say 
to art or literature? There is an at- 
traction for any one who is natural- 
ly a good penman iij making' a for- 
tune but 'ot writing.

Wr.ting. 


If then you" decide to make your 
success by writing', I should recom/ 
.mend to you to write poetry. A 
good market price for poetry is 
twenty-five cents a word, and a 
rapid writer like yourself ought t'i 
be able.to write thirty words a min- 
ute; everything, of course, depends 
upon speed, but I think you may rate 
yourself at thirty words, or $7.50 a 
minute. 
This.as you remark, is not much, 


and I admit that Mr. Ford and Mr. 
Rockefeller and others most unfair- 
ly get more than this and yet write 
very slbVi-Iy. Nevertheless, 
accept 


the figures as they are; you will see 
that poetry Works out at, say, $45 
ah hour. 
Assuming that poets, not being 


under union rules, work ten hours 
a day; this Will give you $450 per 
dierh. Ybuir object, no doubt, that. 
after all, this means a very laborious 
life, involving not 
only 
constant 


work but constant observation ot 
nature, accurate records of weather 
and scenery, and so forth. . 


The High Profits of 
Art. 


This being so, you might be in- 


clined, my dear Clarence, to consid- 
er some other branch of Art. equal- 
ly exalted, but less laborious than 
writing poetry. 
What do you say 
to portralt-'painting? 
After 
your 


first-year 
course in geometrical 


drawing and your diploma in adver- 
tising. I am sure you would find 
no trouble in painting a portrait. 
A good portrait, with absolutely 


first class colors, high-grade can-

WATER POLICY 


OF CITY TOLD 


Commissioner Schroeder 


Issues Statement On 
Department's Work. 


Explains Improvements 
Made In University 
Place Pumping System. 


Commissioner Schroeder 
issued 


the following statement Saturday 
on the policies 6f the water and 
light deE»rtmeut: 
"The letter.- In tile Star from Mr. 
W. G.-Smith, under date of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1927, relative to the pro- 
posed improvements in the water 
service In University Place de- 
mands a reply in order that "the 
water consumer may learii the true 
aspects in the case. 
"The water department does not 
want to cause any Of -its consum- 
ers any unnecessary expense, yet 
in 
the 
interest of 'economy in 


meter repairs and maintenance, the 
ordinance that 
specified how - a 
water meter should be installed was 
passed by the city council several 
years ago and more than/ 15,000 
water consumers have conformed to 
its requirements without seriou? 
objections. Now the water depart- 
ment desires that the water con- 
sumers in the annexed suburbs also 
conform to the provisions in the 
old established ordinance. The re- 
quired changes are not so very ex- 
pensive and after made are a., de- 
cided improvement over the old. In 
many cases-the rigid meter connec- 
tions 'need -renewal, especially those 
that were installed previous to 1937. 


"In the matter of the new water 


main that will.bring''the water from 
the new pumping station ut Thir- 
tieth and J? streets to University 
Place district, 'the necessity of this 
main was decided upon only after 
an exhaustive 'investigation as to 
the water supply arid means of de- 
li\-ering -water tw 
the 
mains in 


University Place. Most any one at 
all familiar with the facts will 
agree that to buy new sets of deep 
well pumping equipment for the 
Warren avenue station would be 
foolish expenditure or money. Most 
of the machinery in the old sta- 
tion can. fairly be classified as junk, 
one of the pumps recently taken 
out of the well can be inspected. 
Anyone can arrive at some con- 
clusion of the value of the machin- 
ery that the water department in- 
herited or was endowed with by 
the union of the city and the sub- 
urbs.Warren Station Inadequate. 
"That the Warren avenue station 


has long been- considered inad- 
equate is proved by the fact- that 
in 1924 plans were drawn and1 the 
Q street pumping station construc- 
ted, including one reservoir of 500, 
000 gallons capacity^ in this station 
were installed two 
motor driven 


pumps of 500 gallons per minute 
each. Tire pumps were connected 
to a 1'0-inch ' suction an dlO-inch 
dischmarge header without any stop 
valves on either the suction or dis- 
charge header. Only a check valv.e 
was put in the suction header arid a 
check valve on the discharge main. 
If any stop valves are installed 
they are underground with no vis- 
ible indications as to the location. 


"The department realized that in 
case of trouble will either of the 
pumps ,they could not be repaired 
without first pumping the water in 
the reservoir down below the level 
of the pump house floor. 
Trouble 


sometimes happens at inopportune 
times. 
"The first work the department 


did at this station wa sthe expense 
of installing a set of valves so that 
either pump can be taken apart, or 
otherwise repaired 
without inter- 
rupting the work of the other pump 
or lowering the reservoir supply. 


"The next starting a small ad- 


dition to the pump house for 
a 
'place for coal, a sanitary toilet, and 
a separate place for the chlorine 
gras apparatus .as the main pump 
room is too small to safely house 
this apparatus, while in the small 
.room that will open from the out- 
side the attendant will be able to 
detect any escaping gns without 
coming in close contact with the

When first 
started it delivered fully 500 gal- 
lons per minute of water and sand, 
at the same time taking more w.itor 
than the well could turnlsU. The 
flow was then reduced until it was 
steady at 400 'gallons per minute. 
It ran for two hours and stuck by 
sand. It was pulled, cleaned out, 
and replaced and operated at .a re- 
duced flow for seventeen hours,

when it again filled up With sanfl. 
Again it was pulled out. cleaned 
and replaced, and has since that 
time operated under a delivery flow 
of not to exceed 300 gallons per 
minute. There may be an abundant 
supply of water at University Place 
but on account of the large amount 
of fine sand, a great amount can- 
not bextaken out of a single well. 
The fact remains that although this 
deep well pump is delivering only 
300 gallons per minute to the reser- 
voir, that it also delivers quite an 
amount of sand. This sand separ- 
ates in the reservoir until it be- 
comes great enough and then fol- 
lows the flow to the domestic pres- 
sure pump's. When that occurs the 
reservoir will need cleaning. In the 
new reservoir at University Place 
there is no bottom drain so far 
discovered, so the water will have 
to be pumped out on the ground. 
Meanwhile, how will j-ou ge.t water? 


Benefits of Improvement. 
"The department concluded that 


the only safe way would n'e a large 
enough main from the new station 
at Thirtieth and X streets. This is 
the main and improvement contem- 
plated in the water district "No. 1.12, 
and when completed will bring di- 
rect supply from the Lincoln water 
source so that University Place will 
hnve the same supply as 1/incoln. 
This will bring added water supply. 
Added water supply and increased 
pressure will give the citizens of 
University Place greater fire pro- 
tection, and a greater supply fur 
domestic a_nd industrial purposes. 
The benefits, the ordinance pro- 
poses, shall be assessed to the 
property in University Place bene- 
fited by the construction of 
the 
water main. 
"Think it over! The water de- 
partment is anxious to furnish you 
the most necessary and needed life 
sustaining element, next to 
air, 
with as little external or internal 
friction as possible. It is not the 
easiest thing in the world to make 
a personal canvas of a matter of 
this kind. Should short-sightedness 
prevail arid this project be stopped 
by legal procedure, the water de- 
partment I'eels that no censure can 
be laid to the department should a 
shortage 
of water in University 
Place be experienced in, the near 
future."

*a staircase where she bad returned 
in search of the hat, that led to the 
arrest.

jobbery led them to question Miss 
"Meyers closely in an effort to se- 
cure the name of an accomplice.

pression of other peoples." 


Saying America has plenty to do 
at home, Senator

filled to overflowing; robbery 
of 


banks is a matter of daily or hour- 
ly occurrence, the art of burglary 
is in a highly prosperous condi- 
tion; bootleggers' profits lift them 
to a sort of an artistic outlawry, 
and Federal courts overflow' with 
the trials of petty crimes."

went on: 
"But when we add to the condi- 


tions at home the fact that offices 
are bought and sold In the market 
places, that the leprosy of corrup-

verbiage the classes of law, Senator 
Reed said: 


"The domain of civil law is in- 


tended not to gruide the footsteps 
of men, not to regulate their pri- 
vate lives, not to compel them to 
pursue certain habits, but to pro- 
tect those who are living proper 
lives against the oppression of a 
criminal element which may seek 
to deprive the honest citizen of his 
rights. 
A "In utter disregard of this prin- 
ciple and in disregard of the funda- 
mental tenets of democracy, we 
have constructed a vast network 
of regulatory laws. 


"The theory is that a majority 


of a legislature had the right to tell 
the people how they shall live, 
whereas the fact is that no such in- 
terference ought to be tolerated. 
Such attempts at interference with 
natural rights in the end fail. 


"What we need is less law and 


more respect for what we already 
have. 


Would Halt "Invasion." 


"What'we need is to return to the 
states their legitimate powers and 
to restore to the people their na- 
tural liberties rather than to in- 
crease their invasion and suppres- 
sion. 
"There would be less of murder,- 


of robbery and other heinous crimes 
if the constabulary and the courts 
•would engage in running down such 
culprits, Instead of expending their 
energies in attempting to appre- 
hend an occassional bootlegger or 
the vender of a package of cigarets. 


"Our government was founded on 


the idea that the people were cap- 
able of self government and that 
the citizens have, a natural right to 
pursue their own lives so long as 
they do not interfere with their fel- 
low citizens."

the convention met. How long in- 
structions should be kept was dis- 
cussed in-1844, perhaps for the first 
time in national convention party 
history. 
They were riot kept long 
that year because of the strong tide 
of party opinion for 
the measure 


Van Buren had so recently disap- 
proved. Henry Clay, Whig" leader, 
had come out against annexation 
about the same time as Van Buren, 
a circumstance commented, on a.' 
good deal in the press. 
Two-ThircJs Debate Began Early. 
• Debate over the two-rnirds rule 
began early—before a permanent 
organization had been effected—on 
a motion of Romulus Saunders of 
North Carolina that the convention 
be governed by the same rules as 
in 1932 and 1835. His motion did 
not go to a rules committee but 
Was acted on directly. 
\ 


The 
chief , argument 
for two- 


thirds was that it would protect 
against nominations 
being con- 


trolled by delegations from states 
not representing "a majority of the 
democratic party. ,This argument 
was used to meet the contention 
that two-thirds violated the princi- 
'ple of majority control. The Nat- 
ional Intelligencer of Washington, 
May 29, 1844, said: 


"The arguments on the one side 


"were, first, the precedents Of form- 


er conventions and, secondly, the 
presumption that ,a bare majority 
of the delegates would not express 
the wishes of a majority of the 
whole democratic party; because, 
as representation according to elec- 
toral votes did not necessarily im- 
ply the representation of a majority 
of the party, there was danger of 
a minority nomination being made, 
which might jeopardize its Interest. 
or even entirely overthrow it" 
. What the delegates said in 1844 
was reported mostly in indirect di»T 
course, as was the case with pre- 
ceding conventions. Quotations will 
now be given from the newspapers, 
presenting.both sides of the two- 
thirds question.. The• views.'.of Mr. 
Tlbbots of Kentucky, favoring two- 
thirds, are found in the Baltimore 
Clipper thus: 
"He contended that a majority 


vote did not give a fair expression 
of the opinion of the democratic 
party in the several states. Inas- 
much as delegates of the conven- 
tion were proportioned according tQ 
the federal population o£ th states 
and. not the party." 
The same newspaper reported 


Benjamin F. Butler of New.. York as 
follows:

• "He could not agree with gentle- 
men who argued against the major- 
ity vote because they imagined: it 
did not give an expression of the 
opinion of the 
democracy; 
and 


though he admitted the delegates 
represented the whole people of tlie 
states and not the democratic paj- 
ty alone, yet if they had wished it 


• otherwise, in adopting the plan o£ 
sending delegates -according to the 
electoral vote, they would have ex- 


pressed that-wish by adopting some 
other plan of getting *t a fair 
representation of members." 
. 
R. J. Walker of Mississippi, was 


reported in the Niles Register thus: 
, "It should be plainly understood," 
the gentleman continued, "that -the 
ijiajority In the convention. repre- 
sented a minority of the democratic 
party.' -The states of New York, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
one or 
two 


others, exhibited a majority of votes 
in the convention but certainly they 
represented a large minority of the 
democracy and If this system is 
to prevail the consequence must be 
the disorganization of .the• party- 
it's overthrow and prostration. He 
opposed a departure from the ;two- 
thirds rule1 as an abandonment of 
democratic principles; it was to;re- 
sign all:the ho"pes and prfepects of 
the party to the control of a min- 
ority' and-could .but terminate, in 
disorganization, division and : de 
feat."

The -debate became so intense 


that, according to the Register, 'Mr. 
Jewett of Maine, reminded the con- 
vention of the presence of Whig re- 
porters and entreated the delegates 
to "actcalmly-and dispassionately." 
Mr. Saunders said he had submitted 
the resolution 
for the two-thirds 


rule in 1832 and 1835 and, as re- 
ported by the Niles Register; con- 
tinued: "Thus 'Mr. .S. 
maintained 
that these proceedings furnished 
precedents according to common 
la\v principles for .the action of this 
and every subsequent convention. 
He was for principles, not men; the 
two-thirds was a part of democratic 
principles." ' 
• 


Two-Thirds and Instructions. 
Then, according to the Register, 


"Mr. Benjamin F. Butler of New 
York now occupied the floor for an 
hour in opposition tothe two-thirds 
rule and in support of the.good old 
doctrine of democracy that the ma- 
jority should rule. He considered 
himself bound in duty to main- 
tain the principle as being applic- 
able to the bus.iness before the con- 
vention. He descried the doctrine 
of precenents. He made allusions 
to certain caucusing and contriv- 
ing, by which it was hoped to avert 
the well ascertained disposition of 
the majority of the democracy. He 
had been appointed a delegate to 
the convention and accepted his 
credentials, as did his colleagues, 
'with instructions to support and do 
all in their ppw'er to secure the 
nomination of a certain person 
(Van -Buren). By consenting to the 
adoption^ of a two-thirds rule, he 
with them, would prove -unfaithful, 
to their trust and their honor. He 
knew wel lthat-ln voting by simple 
majority the friend he was pledged 
to support would receive ten to fif- 
teen majority and; consequently, 
the 
nomination. 
If two-thirds 


should be .required to make a choice, 
that friend must inevitably be de- 
feated and that defeat caused by 
the action of states which could not 
be claimed as democratic." 


The convention had not been per- 


manently organized, but at. this 
point H. C. Wright of Pennsylvania 
was elected chairman and made a 
brief speech saying^ "This was the 
occasionto prove that they were for. 
measures, not men." These remarks 
were "warmly applauded." 


Mr. Tibbots of Kentucky, sup- 


porting the Saunders motion and re- 
plying to Mr. ..Butler of New York, 
is quoted in the Register as fol- 
lows: "He had understood that 
gentleman (Butler) to express his 
determination to adhere to his pre- 
ference for a particular individual 
in any event." Mr. Tibbots said he, 
himself, had come to the conven- 
tion for 
Richard . M. Johnson of 


Kentucky for .president but added 
that he would sacrifice Mr. John- 
son if he failed to obtain the unan- 
imous vote. ("Great applause, the 
brother of Colonel Johnson heartily 
joining in it.") Governor Morton ot 
Massachusetts favored the majority 
• principle, remarking "He well re- 
collected the nomination of Jeffer- 
son, and others 
and the majority 


.principle had always ruled. In fact, 
it was recognized all the different 
ramifications of society. The state, 
county and ' township conventions 
were all governed by this rule."

Van Buren 


scored a majority on .the first" but 
not on any succeeding ballot, . on 
the-seventh his vote being 99 of the 
total of 266.

"A -number of gentlemen instantly 


rose to a point of order,'" says the 
Register; "The ^president decided 
that the resolution could not be en- 
tertained, as it was a virtual re- 
scission of the rules which had been 
adopted in 'the morning for the gov- 
ernment of the convention. It would. 
be necessary to obtain a vote' of 
two-thirds to rescind the rule, and 
this vote could only be arrived at 
by two persons who voted in the 
majority moving a reconsideration.'' 


"Abominable Texas Question." , 
Mr. Brewster 
of Pennsylvania 


complained that some of the Penn- 
sylvania delegates were not keeping 
instructions to vote for Van Buren. 
Mr.'Hickman, of that state, saying 
it was "true, added that Brewster 
had voted "against the very propo- 
sition upon which the fate of Mar- 
tin Van Buren hung." Mr. Hick- 
man charged that Pennsylvanians 
who voted for the two-thirds rule 
knew "as.they did that it would de- 
feat Mr; Van. Buren's.nomination." 
Mr. Frazier of Pennsylvania resent- 
ing such remarks said he "had and 
would again vote for'Mr. 'Polk.", He 
said he had found after three bal- 
lots that Mr. Van Buren could not 
be nominated..

No Two-Thirds Rule in 1840. 


A separate article has' not been 


devoted to the 1840 convention inas- 
much .as the two-thirds rule, did not 
come up. In that convention, in- 
stead of balloting, there was created 
a committee consisting of one mem- 
ber from each state and that mem- 
ber voted the" delegate" strength of 
his state. There was no opponent 
of Van Buren, and the committee 
brought in" a report recommending 
his nomination. The report also 
recommended and the convention 
decided tha£ no candidate for vice- 
president be nominate because sev- 
eral candidates had been put "for- 
ward by the states an there was no 
prospect of the convention being 
•able to agree on a nominee. A good 
deal of time was used in speeches 
inasmuch as there was no _cbntest 
over nominees. The whigs" were 
criticized for not addressing them- 
selves to the intelligence of the 
peftple—for parading with log cab- 
-ins, cider barrels, and like -spectacur 
lar devices. -T-h.e 1840 convention is 
noteworthy because of its adopting 
the 'first democratic platform, the 
.platform being drafted by. a com-- 
.mittee. Richard M. .Johnson, then 
.vice president, wrote that he would 
ibe -.satisfied if -no .nomination for 
.that office Were made. In the elec- 
toral colleges Van Buren received

Compression. 


Compression is perhaps the most 
important detail to watch in order 
to keep the engine running efficient- 
ly. An engine with faulty compres- 
sion may eppear.to. run fairly,.well 
when .the car is'driven' at atreas- 
onable speed or when it is-pulling 
hard.. When the engine is""idllng-or 
whehrtne automobile is driven;, ata 
comparatively low speed, lost com- 
pression'shows up. Under either'of 
the'Tatter conditions, the engine will 
run with an Irregularity that makes 
the car jerk'or jump instead of run- 
ning, steadily AS "it'. should.. This 
usually "indicates there is consid- 
erable loss.of power and that.much 
more fuel is being burned when 'the 
engine is developing ^ its' full power. 
The. .engine may leak-compression 
ihtt'a number, of places—down, past 
the-rings, past the valves, between 
the cyclinder head and "gaskets, 
through or around the pet cocks, 
if the engine is equipped with them. 
.Leaks around the pet cocks or spark 
plugs can easily be detected by a 
slight intermittent .'hissing, sound 
when the engine is running slowly. 
Leaks past the piston rings are 
very hard to detect, by, sound. The 
firing chamber must be;kept tight. 
Piston rings may have turned so 
all the openings are in line. Poor 
grades of lubricant also may ac- 
count for compression loss. Usually 
new 
piston rings will stop this 


trouble. If cylinders are worn to 
oval shapes: they should be rebored. 
The simplest way to detect 
loss 


of compression. is to turn the en- 
gine, over by hand and "feel" -the 
compression in every cylinder. It 
will, be found that some cylinders 
will, go over compression 
much 


easier than others., This - usually 
means there is a leak somewhere. A 
leak appears often,er in the valves 
than any other place. One of the 
valves may be riding or is held 
slightly open by one-of the. push- 
rods, due to faulty adjustment, or 
the valve may be coated with-car- 
bonr or warped, so it does not seat 
properly. If trouble is caused by, a 
pushrod .that is too long, it can be 
taken care of without regrinding. If 
the leak is caused by carbon, 
warping, or valve wear, then the 
valve must be removed arid ground 
Jn. After regrinding the pushrods 
should be readjusted. 
Sometimes 


it is better to leave,a little extra 
clearance 'on the pushrods for. a 
time after grinding to permit them 
to work into their new seats prop- 
erly. 
;.. 


Steering Gear 'Efficiency. 


The steering apparatus should be 
frequently lubricated during .the 
cold months. When it is fduiii that 
the wheel is' difficult to turn the 
cause is due to slush and water 
washing the oil from the pins -and

Professor AVllcox's subject was 
the Russian 
novelists, 
Tolstoy's 
Dostoyevsky and Turgenleff. He 
said he once heard 
an .eminent 
Yale professor begin a lecture on 
the Russian novelists by saying if 
they were to be classed as first In 
rank, the next highest in the world 
would be about sixth place. 
The Russian novelist with pen in 
hand, Professor Wilcox asserted, is 
the most truthful in ths world he 
cause he has not even a pinprick 
of prejudice; he has not the social 
restrictions of the English, Ameri- 
can, or French. 
Nothing is ex- 
pected of the Russian. Tolstoy is 
a great writer, a great philosopher, 
a great educator. Any ten great 
men would have to include Tol- 
stoy. 
He 
-has everyone 
of his 
characters set against a back- 
ground of intensity. Born a titled 
count, he lived as a peasant. He 
believed a non-resistant democracy 
was ideal. 
The Russian is abso- 
lutely receptive, taking everything 
as it comes. 
Westerners are ab- 
solutely aggressive, always trying 
to go higher, gain more power. 


No Russian novel character ever 
breaks his head against a stone 
wall of obstacles. Every American 
man needs a little spraying of Rus- 
sian philosophy, but not a full meal 
of it. 
The Russian point of view 


of non-resistance is not desirable, 
but there is something- wrong with 
the American 
social 
aggression. 


Somewhere between the two there 
must be a happy medium. 
There are two things to consider 
in studying literature; the writer's 
viewpoint or philosophy, and his 
technique. Turgenieff is the great- 
est novelist of all the world in de- 
picting character 
and conscience. 
He was.imitated by Henry James. 
In "The House of Gentlefolk," and 
others, every mo\^ement of every 
character means something signi- 
ficant. 
Dostoyevsky's psychology 
is the deepest of all writers. The 
average American cannot enjoy his 
writings. 
He 
deals 
with idiots, 


dope-flends, criminals, 
just 
like 


Mephistophles himself could. Left 
fatherless at an early age he was 
a serf all his life. Poverty stricken, 
epileptic, he 
knew 
whereof he 


wrote. His psychological motiva- 
tion makes 
most 
readers 
more 
sympathetic with the many pitiful 
positions of life for some unfortu- 
nates. 
Gogol wrote "Dead Souls," 
and others at the time of the Vic- 
torian era, and was contemporary 
with Dickens, George Eliot, Thack-

At the -Tuesday~,meeting of the 
Bible department of the Lincoln 
Woman's club, Prof. Lewis lectured 
on "Acts and the- Life and Letters 
of Paul" He said: "Acts Is a very 
different 
book than the synoptic 
gospels, or John, It Is the only pure- 
ly historical book in the New Tes- 
tament. It Is the only one to take 
historical account of religious ex- 
pansion. It is therefore, a book very 
unique. It is reliable in that Luke, 
its writer, was an eye witness • to 
much that it contains. It is beauti- 
ful, sometimes called the aesthetic 
gospel, since Luke was the most 
poetical of the writers. 


"We must remember that Jesus 
did not establish a church nor an 
organization while He was on earth. 
It was only through the loyal devo- 
tion of the little band of apostles 
that the teaching of Jesus were 
unified Into a religious organization. 
"In Acts we see the miraculous 


growth of Christianity which repre- 
sent the greatest development the 
world has ever seen. Christianity 
obtained in Paul, the missionary of 
the Gentiles. In Him was combined 
the highest speculatix'e power and 
the greatest practical worker the 
church has even known. Paul repre- 
sents an incomparable type of the 
Christian character; his conversion 
proves to the world what Christian- 
ity can do for imperfect human na- 
ture. He was the greatest thinker, 
possessed the most analytical mind 
the world has ever knoivn. By his 
early education and environment 
Paul was peculiarly well fitted for 
the stupendous task assigned him; 
he is the greatest theologian of 
Christianity. 


"The joy, peace and hope of faith 
we see exemplified in Paul. It was 
not as a Jew, a Rabbi, nor a lead- 
er of a host of destroyers that Paul 
finds God; but alone on the Damas- 
cus-road, He appears to Paul as the 
risen Christ. The faith o'f Paul is 
one of the universal truths of the 
inspired word of God."

To improve the equipment of the 


houses, of Nebraska, to bring about 
happier living- conditions in the 
home is not exclusively a woman's 
job. The responsibility rests with 
the men as well as the women ot 
our state. 


It is the program of Nebraska. 


Federation of Women's clubs to 
create in women a desire to take 
maximum advantage of labor-sav- 
ing equipment brought to their 
doors by applied sciences. 
It is our program to focus the at- 


tention of the men upon the im- 
portance of better equipped homes, 
to show them that the conservation 
of health and bodily vigor by re- 
moving drudgery from the home 
with electricity, gas running water 
and other household conveniences, 
makes for happier homes, for mbet- 
ter homes. 


Ehcourage Utility Companies. 
It is our program to encourage 


electric light and 
other public 


utility 
officials. 
manufacturers, 


sanitary engineers and all com- 
mercial concerns dealing with honxe 
equipment to bend every effort in 
making it-possible for the "home- 
maker"' to take full ""advantage of 
better homo equipment. 
Nebraska is one of many states 


engaged in a "Better Equipped 
Homes" program, designed to raise 
home-making standards. The pro- 
gram is a nation-wide one, being 
directed by Mrs. John Sherman, 
president ot the General Federa- 
tion of Women's clubs. 
" Let Mrs. Sherman, in her own 
words, give you her views on bet- 
ter equipped homes for Nebraska 
and the rest of the United States: 


Means Richer Home Life. 


"I take deep joy in the revealed 


increase in the embellishments of 
family life. The more radios, the 
more library facilities, the more 
telephones, the more wired homes— 
the more there are of all these 
things, the richer and more efficient 
will our lives be. Particularly, do 
I regard with, delight and hope,_ the 
widespread presence of electricity 
in American homes because of the 


wonderful 
possibilities of service 


that run on the electric wire. 


"But the amazing—and dismay- 


ing—thing- to me and to my associ- 
ates is the revelation that the pri- 
mary essentials of efficient "home- 
making"—running water, and the 
fundamentals of household sanita- 
tion—proper sewage and drainage 
disposal—lag: far behind the march 
of progress. Forty per cent—that 
is, over 6,500 Incorporated towns 
—are without public sewer systems, 
while only 7 per cent are without 
library facilities. 
Some of these 
sewerless towns have populations 
of 6,000 to 10,000.' 
"We do not want fewer libraries, 


but we do want to outlaw the out- 
house, with its health menace and 
its scarring effect on the home 
premises. 
"With such a glaring defect in 


community provision for sewage 
'disposal, it is not surprising to find 
that flush toilets, bath tubs, laun- 
dry tubs and central heating plants, 
all rank lower numerically than the 
automobile, telephone and radio. I 
do' not want to be misunderstood— 
I am not decrying these newer 
creature comforts, but I am crying 
out for more bath tubs, laundry 
tubs, water heaters; flush toilets 
and kitchen sinks with running 
water. 
"There are approximately 4,000 


incorporated towns under 5,000 pop- 
ulation in the United States that 
have no public water supply. In 
these towns alone, there are over 
a million homes into which, accord- 
ing to official figures, the water 
carried for ordinary family use.

a child for life. A child may become 
bashful and .shut •within himself, 
drawing awaj- from all play mates 
and inends because of discourage- 
ment and feeling that he does not 
eceive as much love or attention 
as others 
It makes the jealous child an 


object ot dislike. A jealous child 
nay become domineeiimr and ax- 
acting in an effort to gain atten- 
ion tor himself. It may even cause 
.rapreclies Some of the most out- 
'ageous conduct of little childien 
.-, due to jealousy For instance, 
children of six and 
f-Vven have 


wen known serlouslv to injure the 
new baby in a. fit of jealous lage. 


A jealous child should be helped 


to overcome his jealousy, which is 
a form of self-love. Do >ou teach

The'size of a battery will deter- 


mine how"often it 'mu'st be charged, 
but it is a good plan to charge it at 
least once a.week and regularly. 
The best time to charge a battery is 
In the day or after midnight, so as 
to interfere as little as possible with 
neighbors, in 
case the 
type of 


charger is employed that bothers 
them. 


Gas Bubbles Cause "Boiling." 
During the .last stages of the 


charging, process 
the 
sblution in 


storage battery cells starts to bub- 
ble violently, and a little may splash 
through the vent caps. Do not be 
alarmed by this, as the agitation is 
caused merely by the bursting of 
bubbles of hydrogen formed dur- 
ing the charging action, and Is not 
boiling caused by heat. 


Battery Lore. 


Keep the terminals of the battery 


clean. The positive is the one re- 
quiring most attention. Thelclips 
which connect to the battery should 
also be kept clean, or otherwise the 
six volts of the battery will not be 
delivered to the radio set, leaving 
an impression that the battery is 
g-etting low when in reality- It is a 
poor connection which causes the 
rheostats to need to be -advanced 
all the way around to get any vol- 
ume from the set. 


Tip.s to the Amateur.

errors an amateur can make when 
building a receiving set. He must

necessities and 
passed

mainder on to the poor.

Turpin carried or, in dear old Eng- 
land, separating the nobles 
from 


their money bags. 
Dick was not 


above trafficking in horses, of whose 
past he was not always certain. 


They made crime as popular as 


Saturday night. 


Along came Jesse James, who was 


a hero when he wasn't a bandit. 


Jesse never hesitated to take the 


contents of the bank coffers or 'of 
a well loaded mail car home with 
him. 


. 
With the prreat open spaces horses 


came into their own, and many a 
man secured one without offering' 
his kingdom as compensation. 


Retribution was quick and 
un- 


questioning:. 
Punishment didn't 


wait for tho courts. 


The man who could run the fast- 


est won, and the loser in the first 
cast was not generally the same as 
the loser in the end. 


The prairie

again, here again, gone again motor. 


There's not a lock so intricate, no 


key so delicate, no device so clever 
but what the automobile thi& has 
the problem solved. 


Perhaps the game has become 


tamo with repetition. Perhaps too 
many have taken it up. 
Perhaps 


- it has lost its adventure and 
its 


thrill: Possibly the police have been 
finding too many stolen cars, and 
tracing down the temporary owners. 


Thejnnocent Victim. 


1Vhatever~"the cause, we're in the 


midst of a new crime wave, with 
chickens playing the leading role. 


Chickens may always go home to 


roost, but within the last year hun- 
dreds of them haven't had a chance. 
They've found themselves in cold 
storage before the final cackle is 
complete. 


Chicken thefts have long inspired 


the joke artists, but it's not really 
a joke any more. The one or two 
numbers that used to appear in the 
wrong- chicken pie have become 
thousands with little way of tell- 
ing whether or not they belong in 
those stews. 


According to Sheriff H e n s e 1, 


chicken thieving- is rather easy and 
it brings in fair returns. It's dif- 
ficult to protect a poultry yard in 
any adequate manner, and 
it 
is 


equally hard to detect a theft. In a 
large flock,- ten or fifteen chickens 
may be taken, and 'it will be several 
days before the loss is discovered. 
When the housewife goes out to 
get a favored number for the fry- 
ing pan and finds it A. W. O. L. is 
often the first notice she has that 
her flock has decreased. 


It's 
a simple matter 
for the 


\hieves to put the chickens in a car 
ind take them off to another town, 
s-here they can be sold and put in 
;, chicken car about to be shipped 
long before the theft has been de- 
tected. 
Some buyers 
pick 
their 


chickens at once, and put them in 
cold storage, and there's nothing in 
the world that can be less'easily 
identified than a chicken minus its 
feathers. 


The sheriff says that the'poultry 


buyers do co-operate with the office 
in reporting any suspicious chicken 
salesmen, but the 
cleverest 
ones 


don't always arouse suspicion. The 
buyers ask for the name of the 
seller and where 
he 
bought his 


chickens for a record, but it's mani- 
festly impossible to doubt a smooth 
talking, normal appearing person 
who comes in to sell chickens which 
he claims for his own. 


Boys the Culprits. 


H3. C. "Ward, deputy county sher- 


iff, has found that the majority 
of tho chicken thieves are boys be- 
tween 17 and 20 years of age. 
The 


majority of them steal other things, 
with poultry as a sideline, and it is 
only after they have been detected 
in one theft that their other pro- 
clivities are found. 


A couple of boys picked up near 


t,incoln had a method all their own. 
If some one answered their knock at 
the door of a house, they asked for 
water for their car. 
If-the house 


was unprotected, they went out and 
helped thmselves to a quantity of 
chickens. 


The thefts vary in size. Some- 


times but a few are taken, but that 
flock is often visited later for a sec- 
ond trial. Seventy-five and a hun- 
dred are taken, at other times, with 
the 
number 
being 
considerably 


larger when the thieves make a 
real business of chicken thieving 
and have a certain , means of dis- 
posing of them. 
According to Mr. 


Ward, ?50 or ?75 
is 
the 
usual 


amount of the 
theft in Lancaster 
county. 


Very few reports come into the 


sheriff's office from the owners of 
lost flocks. They either belong to 
some county protective association, 
or consider that they would be help- 
less in trying to identify their own 
flocks. 


The boote do show three dozen 


, Buff Orphingtons reported stolen, 


50 White Wyandot Rose combs, 40 
hens, 350 chickens, 15 barred rock 
and 25 Light Brahmas, 75 White 
Rocks, 100 old hens and 40 to 60 
Rock hens. That loss in the county 
represents nearly 
$600 in eight 


jflocks, and Lancaster flock number 
; about 3,600, many of which lost 
chickens during- the last year. 


If each flock lost an average of 


seventy-three chickens, it would 
mean that about- 250,000 chickens 
would be stolen in the county in a 
year. Of course, that number is far 
too high, because many lost none 
and tho average WQU! fibe lower, 
but it is possible to see what the 
Vounty average might be if the av- 
erage loss of those eight flocks 
'were distributed through all the 
poultry yards of Lancaster. 


;: Figures on the total loss in the 
county within a year are not avail- 
able, but J. F. Purbaug-h, the coun- 
ty agent, makes a conservative es- 
timate that 10.per cent/of the Lan- 
caster county flocks were stolen 
^ast year. According to Ms estimate, 
-it Is possible that 35,000 chickens 
illegally changed hands during the 
past year. 
Chicken thieves gen- 


erally like tho nice, fat numbers, 
which means that each one is worth 
at least $1, and $1 each on a loss 
of 3,500 means $3,500- as a total.

morning, if the newest crime wave overtakes Hhem tonight. Chicken. 
thieves have caused tremendous losses to poultry owners in Nebraska 
in the past year, and steps are being taken to combat the evil. 
that value was not in excess of the

Several counties, including Rew- 


ard, Cass and Saundcrs, nearby, 
have organized poultry protective 
associations. It is made up of poul- 
try owners for protection against 
thieves. 
Each member is given a 


tattoo mark, for his own flock, and 
any chicken bearing that mark can 


be identified wherever found. 
The 


idea is fairly new, but it is grow- 
ing in favor, as more and more 
chickens disappear never again to 
be seen. 


It is said that in one of the coun- 


ties, sixty-seven owners have lost 
nearly their entire flocks during the 
last year. A dispatch from Sioux 
City says that hog: and poultry ular dealers. 


thefts in the county recently have 
caused thes sheriff to concentrate on 
capturing the thieves. 
Falls City 


has been figuring in ,the news with- 
in the last few days, owing< to a 
case concerning theft of a quantity 
of chickens. 


Within the past month, the Clay 


County Anti-Thief association de- 
cided to mark the chickens of the 
flocks of members. Each brand is 
to be registered with the county of- 
ficials. 


The legislators, at the behest of 


poultry owners, have introduced" 
bills concerning this subject. 
Rep- 


resentative LaChappelle is urging 
that the state department of agri- 
culture distribute leg: bands to be 
used by poultry owners. The bands 
would- serve the same .purpose ' as 
the. tattoos .in identifying chickens. 
The same bill would also prohibit 
transportation of poultry between 7 
o'clock at night and 7' o'clock in the 
morning. Since poultry thieving1 is 
largely .a matter of darkness, a man 
found at night with a chicken would 
have to answer some questions. ' 


Representative Porte'r would-have 


it that any person stealing poultry, 
or buying poultry known to be 
stolen, ,or concealing- stolen poultry, 
should be deemed guilty of a felony, 
with one to seven years imprison- 
ment to pay for his adventure."The 
^penalty at present is three years. 
H. R. 72 increases the penalty and 
requires the taking- and recording 
of a bill of sale of poultry and re- 
peals the exemption where pur- 
chases are made from retail or res-.

modern free verse is a type of mu- 
sic." 
Those last lines set me to 


thinking. Sure, all the music in tho 
world is not made by striking the 
keys of a piano or a pipe organ nor 
drawn from the strings of a violin 
or .blown through the reeds of a 
flute. 
Tho laughter of children at 


play is a type of music and natural- 
ly dancing which is the poetry of 
motion is also a type 
oC music, 


therefore it is good. 


In my letter published last July

'And It's.a longer way from 
the 


Copper river country of Alaska to a 
Garden county court house. 


Reindeer _havc little to do with 


Ulackstonc*? and pack burros 
are 


not closely associated with brief 
cases. 


), But Judge A. W. Gumaer found 
the way, going from .the new coun- 
try of distant parts into the unset- 
tled country of western Nebraska 
a score of yea.'s ago. 


And the judge knows reindeer, 


even as he knows Blackstone. Burros 
and brief cases have both had -their 
share in his life. 


Judge Gumaer sits in a courtroom 


now. 
His days are spent within the 


walls of the Garden county court 
house. 


His life, however, has not been 


spent in such limited confines. 
It 


has had more adventure than a law 
book has learning. It has been more 
stirring than any legal problem that 
will be presented to him. 


Introduced einRdeer. 


Back in 3S9S,1 Judge Gumaer, who 


is the brother of Mrs. H. L. Cook, 
1534 South Twentieth street, was in 
charge of a herd of reindeer* being 
introduced into Alaska by the Gov- 
ernment, on their return trip from 
New Tork to Seattle. Judge Gum- 
aer, then in the -employ of the gov- 
ernment, had intended to go with 
the herd into Bawson 
City, but" 


other, and possibly more interesting 
orders, met him at Seattle. 


These relndeeer, which had been 


broken to the harness before be- 
ing brought to this 'country, were 
sent to provide relief for Ameri- 
cans in the'Klondike. 
Transporta- 


tion" was such' a difficult task in 
. those days that the government in- 
augurated the -plan, of harnessing 
the reindeer to sleds to haul pro- 
visions through the Alaskan snows, 
and prevent possible starvation and 
suffering. 


Judge Gumaer was in charge of 


548 reindeer and 135 Laplanders, 
who were to be trained as drivers 
in Alaska, on their transcontinen- 
tal Journey. The animals had been 
dehorned toinsure safe transporta- 
tion, and they were takc'n in two 
trains of stock cars, with twenty- 
five deer in a car.- 


Were Fed Moss. 


A couple of times each day, or at 


division points, the deer were fed 
reindeer moss. The moss is a lich- 
en ,found' in great abundance in the 
arctic and sub-arctic regions, and 
provides the chief; winter food of 
the reindeer. This moss, from Nor- 
way, was given the animals through 
holes cut in the top of the cars. 


Designated by the war depart- 


ment to be in charge of the train, 
Judge Gumaer.took the train across 
in record time. All trains- were 
sidetracked for the reindeer special, 
and it made "passenger time "across 
the continent. 


The fame. of the train preceded 


it, and interest was acute all along 
the route. Crowds of people came 
to the train when it stopped for 
feeding-, and stared at the animals, 
many of them seeing reindeer for 


• the first time. The schools were 
clo«ed, men deserted-their business, 
and housewives locked the 
front 


door, so that all - might view 
the 


reindeer train.' Even at those' towns 
where the train did not step, many 
gathered at the stations to watch 
the train" go by and strain their 
eyes for a glimpse'of he.deer. 
Start of Vast Herds. - 


In Seattle, the reindeer, were pas- 


tured near Lake Washington until 
time to'be taken to the northwest. 
At that point, the war department 
turned its animals over to the de- 
partment of the interior, and to Dr. 
J. Sheldon Jackson, who was in 
charge of native education in Alas- 
ka, Under his supervision, the deer 
were landed near Skagway 
and 


from there sent to Nome. 
' Breeding animals were later sent 
from Siberia, and from those hum- 
ble beginnings have 
grown 
the 


vast herds of 
Alaskan reindeer. 


ThQiy have meant the salvation of 
the native population 
of 
Alaska, 


who suffered through the excessive 
whaling and. walrus hunting by 
white men, as the deer provide prac- 


• tically all their necessities. . They 
hay*\ the skin for clothes .the meat, 
the milk, the sinews for thread* the 
antlers for knife handles, and the 
animals for transportation. Stuch 
of the meat is also gent to the state 
for sal«. 


In January, 1S9S, Congress had 


provided $200,000 for, surveys in Al- 
aska, by ,thc United States- Geolo- 
gical survey,. 
Several expeditions 


of geologists and topographers were 
organized* to secure more detailed 
knowledge o£ interior Alaska. 
• Two military exploration 'expedi- 
tions were also organized, one und- 
er the direction o£ Captain W. R. 
Abercromblo to go into the Copper 
river country and the other under 


Captain Edwin Glenn, later 
jor general in charge of a division 
in France in the world war. 
In 


Seattle, Judge Gumaer was assign- 
ed as? chief guide and special agent 
of the war department with 
the 


Aberchombie expedition. 


Few Endured Hardships. 


.Lured by the gold fever in '9S, 


about 4,000 people landed at Vald- 
ez during the spring and early sum- 
mer, 
bound for the Copper river 


country, some hundred miles north- 
east of Valdez bay. Of that numb- 
er, about 3.000 followed the glacier, 
crossed the 
Chugach mountains, 


and followed a fork to the Copper 
river. 
Gold did not 
lie in sheets 


on the -surface and the hardships 
were severe, so that only about 300 
remained. 


The Abercrombie expedition left 


Seattle on the steamship Valencia, 


iater 
turned 
turtle 
transporting 


troops to the Philippines. Arrived 
at Valdez, the expedition found, the 
snow eight feet deep in April, and 
the members .-Of the party had to 
dig pits for the tents 'to set in. 


Judge Gumaer with 
Lieutenant 


Preston, a friend and classmate of 
General Pershing,rand three sold- 
iers packed provisions from Valdez 
across the Valdez and Klutena jylt- 
ciers. While on the glacier, a mes- 
' 
sage reached 
that he was 


'Lieutenant 


to return 


Preston 
to take 


charge of soldiers going to Porto 
Rico.- 


The four men left on the glacier 


were caught in,' a "blizzard, which 
lasted four or five days. It was im- 
possible to see more .than a foot, 
and the tents could not be put up 
in the ordinary way. The men took

the sied pole in the top of the tent, 
tramped the snow about the tent 
to hold it in place, and climbed' in- 
to their sleeping bags, where they 
remained. 


Ordered To Return. 


After remaining- at the loot of the 


glacier about a month. Judge Gu- 
rriaer was ordered back to Valdez 
harbor. Pack 
ponies ordered by 


Captain Abercrombie had . arrived, 
and Judge Gumaer, with a small 
party, was to go on a long and ad- 
venturous journey. 


The government wanted an 
all 


American route into the Klondike, 
and Judge Gumaer was to survey 


the country with that thought in 
mind. New lakes and rivers 
were 


discovered, the 
mountain ranges 


were marked, and previously known 
rivers were acuratcly surveyed, of- 
ten for the first time. It was a long, 
hard journey through the Alaskan 
heat and the Alaskan snow, through 
the heavy underbrush, that journey 
of SOO miles, but it was a journey 
o£ adventure and interest to 
the 


men "who went into some sections 
where men had never gone before. 


The party crossed the glaciers to 


the Copper river, and then climbed 
Mount 
\Vrangell, 
went 
through 


Mentasta pass to the Fortymile rlv- 


| er, and then to the Klondike. From 
there, it was possible to. go to Lake 
Bennett, and thence to Skagway. A 
road was later built from Valdez 
over the Chugach mountains to--t.he 
Tanana river, over, the same route 
surveyed by Judge Gumaer's party, 
but at that point it turned and went 
down • to Fairbanks. 


Selected His Party. 


At Valdez, Judge Gumaer select- 


ed two civilian packers, ten horses, 
and an official photographer, who 
carried his own little home made 
camera. The photographer was Ste- 
phen Birch, a young mining engin- 
eer, 
who later became managing 


director of the Morgan-Guggenheim 
syndicate of New York, 
after ho 


had brought the Kennecott copper 
mines to the attention of the fin- 
anciers. He also became a copper 
magnate. After Stephen Birch join- 


ed the party, four burros were ad- 
ded, his possessions. 


Reaching Copper river, the party 


crossed and climbed Mt. "Wrangell, 
Mt. Drum, and Mt. Sanford. Dur- 
ing this time, the explorers 
were 


obliged to cut their -way with pack 
knives, so thick and heavy was tha 
underbrush, and each foot of 
the 


trail meant tremendous 
exertion, 


even up to the timber line of the 
peaks, 14,000 or 16,000 feet 
high. 


During the summer months, the 
men were obliged to 
sleep under 


a tarpaulin, stifling with heat, but 
the only refuge from mosquitoes 
worse than New Jersey ever knew. 
Because of the long daylight, they 


only 
sleep with bandaged 
. 


one white man. Lieutenant 


H. T. Allen, had preceded this party 
through Mentasta pass. At a native

•village nearby, a, man brought out 
a Russian bible bound- in oilskin, 
inscribed with Lieutenant 
Allen's 


name. Judge Gumaer -was asVcd to 
* 


put his name on the flyleaf, after 
which it • was carefully put 
away 


again. These natives 
had 
never ^ 


seen horses before, and their won- 
derment was almost unbelievable at 
the sight of the white man's ani- 
mals. Many of them had never seen 
white men, either and the men and 
the horses shared honors In 
tho 


village. 
'' 
Too Deep for Fording. 


When the explorers reached tho 


Tanana river, it was found to bo 
too deep and wide for fording. 
Judge Gumaer made a raft 'of three 
logs and three of the party crossed 
it, poling with a tree root, to search 
for some sort of trail. 
None was 


visible and the men came back, Ste- 
phen Birch nearly losing his lifo , 
when he jumped into water thought 
to be shallow, but found to be very 
deep. 


A native in -a nearby village-re- 


fused to act as guide Tor a short 
distance through the timber because 
it was Ihc hunting season, and the 
hunting season meant food for tho 
winter. 
All the money the men 


possessed, .$65, did not move him, 
but ho consented for tho gift of 
a sack of flour. 


Judge Gumaer built a catamaran, 


by which the horses, burros and 
men were moved during the follow- 
ing two or three days. The native 
took them through a short dis- 
tance in the timber, as tho party, 
although traveling by compass, did 
not find the country as expected 
and considered itself off of the 
course. It was later found that they 
had not traveled as quickly -as the 
men had thought. 


Came Onto Stragglers. 


On the banks of the Tanana riv- 


er the party met two stragglers 
from the Copper river rush. One 
was a reporter from a St. Louis 
paper and the other a former coun- 
ty clerk from Sherman county, Ne- 
braska. Judge Gumaer was at one 
time county treasurer of Howard 
county, adjoining Sherman county. 


During tho entire trip of several 


months, Judge Gumaer had scouted 
in advance of the party each day 
after cainp was made. After cross- 
ing- the river and going1 into tho 
timber, he followed his usual pol- 
icy and canl3 to a deserted village. 
He had seen the caches, cupboards 
raised on tall poles to prevent bears 
from stealing tho supplies, from a 
distance and had gone to tho vil- 
lage. 


The store was stocked, although 


the food .was spoiled. 
Tho houses 


were furnished, but empty. 
Sev- 


eral rows of cabins were in living 
form,'but not a person was in the 
village. 


Tho following day tho entire party 


came to town, hoping to find pro- 
visions, for their packs were get- 
ting very-light. However, the most 
of the food was not edible, but 
Judge Gumaer found a pair of 
shoes. He had .been traveling for 
many miles with his feet -wrapped, 
in sugar sacks. 


After 
further.' investigation, a 


couple of gold seekers were found, 
who said (hat- the village, Miller 
Creek, had really been deserted: The 
diggings there were worUi a.bout 525 
a day, but-'that was too smalr-a 
return to interest the seekers. They 
had all gone to Dawson City with 
high hopes. 


Oldest Gold Camp. 


The trail- from Miller Creek to 


Fortymile led through sixteen inches 
of snow. . Fortymile received its 
name because it was forty miles 
from Fort Reliance, the trading post 
nearest the present site of Daw- 
son. It is the oldest gold camp in 
the territory, and not far from the 
international boundary line. 


Enroute from Miller Creek, the ex- 


ploring party met a stampede from 
Fortymils to the head of Moose 
creek, where gold had been found. 
At the mouth of the creek. Judge 
Gumaer's party' raised 
a 
small 


American flag, which it had carried 
all the journey. 
On this final Lap 


of the trip/ the horses died, tho 
burros having previously been found 
impractical for use, ond only-'one 
horse remained at Fortymile river 
when the party arrived there in Oc- 
tober. 


After leavingJDawson, Judge Gu- 


maer returned to the states. 
Ho 


was deputy collector of customs in 
Cuba under General Bliss, who later 
went to'France with President Wil- 
son during tho peace conference. 
Judge Ginnaer remained there.ttie 
entire time the United States re- 
tained control of the islands. 


Upon his return, Judge Gumaer 


entered tho Immigration service at 
Ellis Island and later at New Or- 
leans. 
In 1906 ho retired to his 


ranch in Garden county, and for tho 
past seventeen years has been coun- 
ty judge.

Apparently public sentiment will have to be mould 


ed to resent the activities of- so-called biographers 
who insist upon reviving gassip reflecting upon th 
personal life o; national heroes. 


The book which Captain Peter Wright wrote, "For 


traits and Criticisms," whjch brought the author int 
court, after Viscount Gladstone had publicly assailc< 
him as "a liar, a coward and a foul fellow" is merelj 
another evidence of the present-day tendency*to be 
spatter Illustrious names. 
In his 
book 
Captain 


AVright referred to Britain's great prime minister 
William Ewart Gladstone, father of the present Yis- 
' 
^ 
count, as.: "Mr. Gladstone. . . who founded the crrea 
tradition, since observed by so many of ills followers 
and successors with such pious fidelity in public to 
speak the language of the highest and strictest prin- 
ciples and in private to pursue and possess everj 
sort of woman." The son of Gladstone rushed to the 
defense of the memory of his father, and the libel ac- 
tion decided in favor of Viscount Gladstone Friday 
followed. 


It is a decision which will bring satisfaction 


rejoicing throughout the British Isles and wherever 
the English language is spoken. 
Gladstone's is a. 


treasured name in every land where'love of lib»rtv 
cxi&ts. Whate\er may have been his personal vir- 
tues and weaknesses, and presumably he had manj 
of each, bib c-mtribution to the progress of civiliza- 
tion should have accorded to his memory the deepest 
devotion and the most profound respect. He was the 
prophet of his day. His great talents and genius en- 
abled him to accomplish in miany things that which 
had been in the hearts and 
minds of others, but 


which lacking the spark which lifted Gladstone to 
the most lofty heights, they had been unable to cm- 
compass. 


Had Captain Wright attempted to publicly attack 


Gladstone when Britain's grand old statesman was 
living, he would have been silenced by public con- 
,tempt. It is difficult to believe he would have at- 
tempted it. He could not have written what he put 
into^print years after 
the British 
statesman died 


•without subjecting himself to the grave danger of a 
Jbuit ior slander and libel. But since the Victim of his 
;pcn has passed from the scene, he was free, if public 
;taste showed a stomach for it, to incorporate gossip 
into what was purported to be a critical historical 
analysis of public men. 
That has been the grave 


error into which most of these modern biographers 
l\a-« e fallen. They have failed to icveal the proper 
dibcernment in separating gossip from historical fact 
.and have been too prone to give circulation to whis- 
.pcrings.

•t Here in America we have not been free from it. 
" Only a few months ago a. great deal of excitement 


(was created when a well-known and popular Ameri- 
can novelist subjected George AVashington to real- 
istic treatment i\ hich depicted the Father of this 
country as a drinking man, subject to violent fits of 
temper, given to profanity, and far from the romantic 
figure which history has attached to his memory. 


He defended his novel on the ground school child- 


ren were being given a distorted and unreal picture 
of the great revolutionary leader. 


More recently some of our presidents have encount- 


ered the same annoyances. Theodore Roosevelt way 
finally compelled to go to court to stop a whispering, 
campaign which represented him as a diinker. Wood- 
row Wilson was subjected to the most scurrilous 
personal attacks. The list might be added to greatly 


But what good comes from the effort of the biog- 


rapher to mull over these choice bits of gossip, con- 
nected with the names of many who have "written 
ihcir names on the pages of histoiy? The fact is that 
without exception they lived clean and 
honorable 


lives. The fact is they combined more of decency and 
more of probity in their lives; that they were far 
ahead of the public morals of their time. 


Entirely apart from this point, we confess to a 


very considerable impatience with the effort of thoso 
who profess a desire to disillusion youth and to paint 
life in its realistic, vivid colors. The youth of to- 
day has little enough to cling to as it is. Let them 
have their dreams of tender, chivalrous men, spurred 
to action in defense of the finest institutions of civil- 
ization, the protection of the weak and the poor, tho 
downtrodden and the oppressed. There is only one 
time in life when these virtues which exalt and up- 
lift the human race can be seen through the glam- 
orous eyes of youth. 
Why insist upon a 
deadly 


realism which obscures all of the sentiment, all of 
the romance, all of the idealism which fills the pages 
of history as civilization moves forward to more per- 
fect living. 


Let our gods live, that the youth of today may see 


in their lives something to pattern after, something 
to inculcate in them the hungering desire to be of 
real service to the coming generations. 


ADDING TO THE TAX LOAD. 


One of the measures before the Nebraska legis- 


lature is H. 11, 343, a bill providing for a stamp sales 
tax on cigarettes and" cigarette papers. On each 
package of cigarettes the dealer would be expected to 
attach a 2-cent tax, and a 1-cent tax on each pack- 
age of cigarette papers. 


The bill should be defeated. 
Cigarettes now pay a tax of 6-cents per package to 


the federal government. In addition there is a tax ot 
?100 a year on -wholesale tobacco dealers in this state 
and retailers pay an excise tax of from 510 to S25 a 
year. The cdst to the consumer today on every pack- 
age of cigarettes sold is Increased 7 cents because ot 
taxes. An added tax of 2 cents a package will not 
come out of the dealers' pockets. It win xbe taken, 
from the consumer because a sales' tax is always 
passed to the public. If this bill becomes a law, it 


'• -will mean that the price of a package of cigarettes 
\Jiow selling for 15 cents will automatically be raised 
' to not less than 17 cents, and more probably will be 
' 20 cents, since the tax is added all the way down the 
line as a general rule. The net result wtJl be to add 


',' another tax burden to the public's heavy burden.

1 - , .-One leads to others. Shortly it is reasonable tc ex_- 


,p«ct the desire of public officials for more ta.x funds 


" to spend will inspire them to placo'a sales tax upon

upon many occasions that a sales tax is a fearfully

administer. It calls for j. large

A GREAT SCIENTIST'S BIRTHDAY. 


Xot all of the great men whose birthdays occur in 


the month of February have been American patriots, 
for on February 12, 1809, at Shrewsbury, England, 
came into being Charles Robert Darwin, eminent sci- 
entist, whose theory of evolution has probably caused 
a greater amount of controversy than any other sci- 
entific idea ever advanced and resulted in bitterness 
of denunciation entirely out of harmony with the 
gentleness of his nature. 
For Darwin was never 


dogmatic and at all times welcomed criticism, reform- 
ing his views whjen shown that he was wrong. 


Darwin was the grandson of a scientist, but he him- 


self was intended for a ministerial career. During his 
boyhood he interested himself in bugs, worms and 
other creatures, just as practically all boys do, but 
his Interest \vas> deeper and he studied the thingo 
which came into his possession. At Cambridge his 
professor of botany became interested in the youth, 
peiceiving that he was exhibiting a curiosity akin 
to scientific thought. So he cultivated and encour- 
aged him. Finally the joung man obtained an op- 
portunity to go on a vjyage to Patagonia, Tierra del 
Fuego and the Galapagos i&lands and he was gone for 
live years, making careful notes of all that he ob- 
served. 
On that trip was born the germ, of nis 


theory of evolution 
It was not until twentj -eignt 


jcars after his return, however, or in 1859, that his 
"Origin of Species'' was published. 


In the meantime he had been investigating, study- 


ing and talking with learned men. He went over his 
notes \\lth men of science, the greatest authorities of 
the day, seeking advice and accepting it when his> own 
views were shewn to be wrong. 
During this pei-iod 


he said: ''I have steadily endeavored to keep my mind 
free so as to give up any hypothesis, however much 
beloved, (and I cannot resist forming one on every 
subject) as soon as facts arc shown to be opposr-cl to 
it."

He was ever ot a gentle, retiring nature, incline^.! to 
try all things and listen to all arguments, fieely ad- 
mitting himself wrong when he was so, which was 
many times.

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 4. 


To the editor of 
The 
Lincoln 


Star.: Just what would be n«ces- 
sary to get the capital punishment 
bill out of "Committee? Six promi- 
nent and busy men came before the 
committee at the hearing AVednes- 
day night, to speak for the bill. No 
one appeared aguinst it. Tvo of 
these speakers are editors, two are 
ministers, one a University profes- 
sor, and one an 
attorney. 
This 


shows a wide range of interest. I 
doubt if any bill introduced in this 
legislature, with the 
exception of 


the child labor bill, has the inter- 
est of more people. It is one of the 
few bills of which it might be said, 
"Eventually, why not now?" It is 
one, 
by the passing of which, the 


legislature might honor itself, for 
sooner or later, 
the 
change will 


come. 


Now that it appears to be im- 


possible to bring a bill to abolish 
capital punishment out of a Judi- 
ciary committee to which it is al- 
ways referred, we ought, and no 
doubt 
will. 
have 
the 
question 


brought before the people. 


My own 
opposition to 
capital 


punishment is based on the -effects 
of this form of penalty upon others 
rather than on sympathy for the 
victim. I do not object to the sym- 
pathy of good people for any un- 
fortunate ones, but there aro so 
many cruelties, such as the using 
of little children for profits, .md 
\\ith the most of us sympathy Is so 
limited, that we ca.nnot expend too 
much of it on the few who suffer a 
death penalty. 
But an execution 


lowers the moral tone of the entire 
community, brutalizing some, turn- 
ing others hard and cold, and fill- 
ing undeveloped youth with a mor- 
bid interest in crime. 


There is a nauseating publicity 


about executions which we do not 
have about murders. 
Repoits' of 


murders usually make the murder- 
er unattractive, while reports of ex- 
ecutions arouse sympathy, or, in the 
case of boys, admiration perhaps 
for the murdeier. At least, the de- 
tailed accounts and ghastly pictures 
of executions are an offense to nil 
finer sensibilities and not good for 
any soul. 
slf we are interested in the reduc- 


tion of crime, childhood is the sge 
with which -«e should busv our- 
selves. The state might take into 
its confidence some public school 
teachers and principals who know 
of boys on the road to a life of 
crime and for whom nothing ade- 
quate is being done. If we am too 
weak, too, lazy, or too unintelligent 
to deter the boy of fourteen irom 
crime, let us not be too vindictive 
when at twenty he has reached the 
end of his trail. 
, A stern eye-for-an-eye 
policv 
might have its advantages, but we 
ore not practicing that, nor will wo 
Picture what it would mean if -«e 
did. There were 
429 murdei s in 


Nebraska in 
nine years, 3915 to 


1924 
If all had paid the death pen- 


alty, we would have had an execu- 
tion almost every week in the vear. 
It half had 
been 
executed, there 


would have 
been one for 
about 


every two weeks. Does anyone w.iiit 
that? Does anyone think it would 
have stopped murder? 
Of cour.se 


not. Rather it would make of Lin- 
coln and the whole state a place 
unfit to live, a place where human 
life would be held so cheap and the 
moral sense would be so low, that 
life 
would be neither safe 
nor 


worthwhile. No, we are headed the 
other way and we will not go back. 
There will be a fight on every at- 
tempt to carry out a death "sen- 
tence. 
The power of money will 


prevent many, the human sympa- 
thy of juries and judges will pre- 
vent some, and tho opposition of 
those opposed on principle will pre- 
vent others.

The Zion Congre- 
gational church is ftrecting a new 
building to cost J75.000 at XiiHh and 
I)'streets'.'" The buildlr.,;. which will 
face east and 'sou^h, -will be mod- 
ern in every detail and will be con- 
structed 'of brick and stone along 
the lines of Gothic architecture. The 
building will coAtain a ;ful( base- 
ment and a choir toft. ' The, roof 
will be either tile or slate. 
Two main entrances in the front 


of the building will open into ves- 
tibules that .lead to a floor which is 
some feet above the level of the 
ground 
An entrance at the rear 


o£ the building Avill lead to the pas- 
tor's room.: Stairs will lead from 
the vestibule to the choir loft. 
The main auditorium of the build- 
Ing 'will have a seating capacity of 
530 and will extend nearly .the 
length of the building. A rostrum 
will-rls« above the floor level and 
will have a seating capacity for 
forty "choir members. A choir room 
opens off the rostrum to the left 
and the pastor's room to the right. 
A "gallery seating nearly 400 and 
housing a pipe organ extends over 
nea'rly-fialf the length of the interi- 
or of tho building. 
' The basement will be divided into 
several compartments, the largest 
of which \vill be the Sunday school 
and social room with a seating ca- 
pacity of. 400. At the front of the 
basement and on both sides will be. 
storage rooms, with a brotherhood 
and club rom in between. The rear 
of the basement will be in three di- 
visions which will contain the fur- 
nace room a confirmation room and 
a kindergarten class room. 
The -outside dimensions of the 


building will be 100 by 66 feet. Win- 
dows arc to be of art glass.
